AUTHOR “COLORADO CACTI” DIES 

Colorado Springs, Col., Oct. 19.—Dr. Charles 
Boissevain, internationally known for his research 
tuberculosis, died Friday his Broadmoor home 
his fifty-third birthday following long illness.

part also, face concave, smooth, with lightly 
raised median line, back rounded, obliquely 
keeled the upper part, with inconspicuous 
lengthwise ridges, and with numerous tuber- 
cles, tubercles white and shining, usually trans- 
versely oblong, solitary confluent, more 
less transverse rows, irregularly 
tween the larger tubercles, especially from the 
middle towards the base, are numerous smaller 
tubercles somewhat paler color.

Through the nearby village San Andrés 
Tlahuilotepec, then the slopes Cerro Chi- 
vato. perhaps 7000 ft.

(Consola- 
tion: have letter from botanist there, saying 
have plants blooming both cacti and succulents, 
been unable flower). Brought Othonna 
crassifolia from its protected spot the back porch 
and hung greenhouse. still blooming. The 
size the flowers made for the numbers.

Don’t envy Ohioans Easterners 
our plants are close friends. fact they live our 
houses winter, our sun and open porches 
the garden summer and spring. part the 
family.

Nov, Checked species, hybrids, and varieties 
Cotyledon for bloom stalks. easier find than 
most succulents they come from the growth tips 
the branches. None yet, although I've had Cotyle- 
dons flower before mid-December. teretifolia 
slow grower for me. The leaves shrivel and fall 
wept too dry attacked red spider. 
bloomed last year, when had three center-growth 
stalks with 14-inch yellow bells. After several days, 
these turn reddish. Plant has tendency become 
leggy. Most collectors visited think it’s too hard 
grow. keep fingers crossed. 


Nov. Cotyledon Jacobseniana growing. 
looks like white addiiton small Pachyphytum 
bloom fleshy, pointed leaves. use the same soil 
for Cotyledons for other Crassulaceae, with good 
strong light bring out the color and bloom, and the 
best drainage. Leaner soils tend keep the plants 
within bounds window-garden and small green- 
houses. Cuttings the more common ones are easily 
made and rooted. 


Nov, set orbiculata variety oophylla out 
front the powdery group. lover trim, neat 
plants with lots “oomph;” has it. 
Leaves look like those stuffed mints used get, 
like little pillows with red line the flattened end. 
Last year sent bud stalk from the single stem 
and then aborted. Three branches came out around 
the stem-scar. not sorry now but was then. 
much the handsomest plant this species seen. 


11. Cotyledon orbiculata with pure white 
kite-shaped leaves with red edges, has started grow. 
rested all summer. White powder sifted off the 
leaves until the soil looked used lime. Cotyle- 
dons come from Africa, they know it’s time 
grow. They not have tendency greenhouse 
etiolate, try change their growing 
period. plant same which was seedling year 
and half ago, now inches tall with two base 
shoots. much prettier than their mother. 
Seedlings look like lettuce plants with prickles, when 
small. When first leaves appear they show 
powdery surface. 

Nov. 15. paniculata has two branches. Friends 
don’t like its nudity.” Has leaves until 
mid-October, then start, and mid-December 
leafy plant. The stalk thick and tapering, with 
loose patches onion-like skin covering it. Breaks 
checkered effect exposing the greenness the 
stalk. likes dry, gravelly soil. watered every 
three days this summer and intend continue this 
unti! mid-March when its leaves fall. shrivels 


the base when kept dry but soon fills out again when 
watered. 


18. gracilis has leaves like Jacobseniana 
but with powder. Red-tipped. bloomed this 
year March stalk from old wood. 
Flowers were yellow-orange with reddish flush the 
back petals and along the edge. Their long-lasting 
qualities suggest corsage material and cut-flower ar- 
rangements. (Note: slow grower for me, 
had the plant years and it’s had stalks flowers). 


Nov. 23. Cotyledon hybrid with long chisel-shaped 
leaves with red tips, growing. They have white, 
powdery coat, like orbiculata, but the teretifolia 
nature shows the latter parentage. grows 
fast the others which not succulent record 
most collectors ask where got and would like 
buy one. Has tendency become shrubby and 
branches freely. 


Nov. Watering Cotyledons from the narrow 
spout watering-can pays dividends, find. Not 
one powdery covered plants has lost its 
use hand watering-can with long spout. looked 
longingly undulata (fig. for the 
Amateur’’), and the color-picture only made want 
more. must rare I've never seen any 
the collections I've visited. 


Nov, Have two “Cotyledons” which show 
Adromischus hybridization. Grew them from cuttings 
which two men gave when visited their green- 
houses central Ohio. Blooms are the Cotyledon 
type. Leaves like Adromischus Cotyledon stems. 
The men claimed they used Poellnitzianus with 
teretifolia and with Neither 
hybrid has any bloom pubescence. Plants are 
healthy, and grow readily from leaf-cuttings. like 
them even though prefer the true species.

Three Chilean Species Cacti

Some time ago Mr. Hans Becker sent the 
Journal series photographs the cactus 
landscape Chile which was most interesting 
but the pictures were untitled they were not

The first these pictures was taken the 
Pacific seacoast near Ovalle, Chile, and shows 
species decumbent habit which somewhat re- 
sembles growth habit, Machaerocereus eruca 
from Baja California, another coastal species. 

First described Cactus Mo- 
lina Sagg. Stor. Nat. Chil. 170. 1782, the spe- 
cies was redescribed Philippi Flor Ataca- 
mensis 1860 Cereus nigripilis and 
under this name that seedlings were introduced 
into this country. full description this 
plant and its flower was printed our Journal 
for November, 1945, page 147. 

1931 Werdermann described variation 
this species deserticolus which 
Backeberg transferred Trichocereus, 


comes from Taltal, Antofagasta Province, Chile, 
altitude 1500 feet and differs from 
having fewer ribs (10), more 
radial spines, one less central spine, and some- 
what smaller flowers. 

variation from higher altitudes can considered 
only geographical variation. 

The illustration shows Trichocereus pasacana 
Canyon near the railroad station Conchi, be- 
tween Antofagasta and Paz. This col- 
umnar species great size which prefers bar- 
ren hillside locations the high mountains 
Chile, Bolivia and Argentina. The plant has 
low ribs and the areoles are large and 
closely set, rust colored and bear numerous, 
heavy, awl-shaped spines which vary color 
from light yellow dark red. The flowering 
stems develop long, white light yellow 
bristles for which reason was called Pilocereus 
edition 678. 1885. One form growing the 
mountains from Paz, Bolivia Salta, Argen- 
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tina smaller and more branched with white 
bristles the flowering stems and has been 
variously named pasacana variety 
Hort. and was sent out dealers Curt Backe- 
berg under the name poco (A.B.C. 204) 

Figs. 120 and 121 both taken Hacienda 
Fray Jorge near Ovalle the coast Chile 
show various forms Trichocereus chiloensis 


(Colla) 


First designated Cactus chiloensis Colla 
1826, various forms the same plant were 
described Cereus panoplaetus and hetero- 
mor phus Monville 1840, longispinus, 
1845, and Lemaire Salm-Dyck pepin- 
Funkii Schumann 1897.

Schumann has picked Colla’s name Cereus 
Chilensis the same page and the follow- 
ing page lists the following varieties:

San Jose the farthest west group small 
islands tying the Bay Panama which have been 
called King Islands Pearl Islands mariners who 
have visited them during the past several centuries.
